Inch by inch, the fire was driven
towards the front, and here the flercest
of the battle was waged.

With the crowd roped 'back and
guitrded by the police, the fire fghters,
unhampered, concentrated their efforts
on this part of the bullding.

Men on Fire Tower,

The fire tower was run up, and two
firemeén mounted almost Inte the heart |
of the heat and flames, At times, by
the llght of the fames, they could be
#een swaylng ha and forth, nearly
at the top of the ladder, and agaln,
when apparently subdued by the water,
Breiat volumes of dense bhlack smoke
would pour forth and completely en-
pult them.

So the flames were gradually driven
from the sscond and third stories, but
on the fourth floor o stubborn resist-
Bnoe was encountered, and probably
the damage there was greater than In
iy part of the building,

The flre-tower becams useless, and
et one time cought on fire,

Good Work of Department.

Fighting from the tops of the sur-
rounding bulldings was continued, and
at 6:10 the fire was pronouncecd by the
chlef to be under control

All of the engines, with the execep-
tipn of two, were called off, but these
played upon the building until shortly
hefors 8 o'clock: The flre was pro-
nounced to be one of the most stubborn
geen here In roécent years, and great
credit ig due the department for hav-
ing confined It fo the one building.

Adjoining J. H. Roge & Co, op the
west, s Lelbermuth Brothers' paints,
pilg and glass warehouse, and had this
building ecaught nrobably the entire
western end of the bloek would have
been destroyed.

Mr. Fose stated last night that he
ecould not tell what his loss would
amount to. He was Insured, but not
fully, he sald. Tha loss of stock wlill
probably amount to $#5.000, while the
damage to the wareshouse will possi-
bly reach $15,000,

Bulldings  Tnsured,

All of the books of the firm were
waved by Mrp, George D, Holdsworth,
head salesman, whp discovered the fire
and had the alarm turned in,

Mr, L. L. Lelbermuth, of the firm of
Lelbermuth & Brothers, stated  that
thelr damage was causel almost en-
tirely by water, and would amount to
mhout $4.000 at a vough estimate,

Mr, Joseph Adking, o member of the
Pitts Furniture Company, which oceu-
ples the bullding on the east of the
Rose Company, aald he could not glve
any estimate of his loss. 'The cellar,
In which & quantity of goods was
ptored, was full of water, and the
damage would amount to thousands.

Tatal Loax 860,000,

It ia estimated that the tatal lops
will vepch $60,000. AMr. Chuarles Rose,
proprietor of J, H, Rose & Coi who
Hves In Highlpnd Park, hod okt el
tho store for his home when the alarm
was turned in.

Rencued by Life Bont.

RECORD EARTHQUAKE SHOCK

Originated Two Thousand Miles Awny,
Probably In the Paclfic,

WABHINGTON, October 13.—A small
earthquake was recorded at hoth the
‘Weather Bureau here and the Coast
and Geodetle Survey magnetlc ohserv-
atory at Cheltenham early to-duay. The
survey announced that the earthquake
apparently originaten 2,000 miles away
1o the southward aond westward, and

that it may have been in the Pacific
Ocean, off the Mexlcan coast, as [t ap-
peared to be rather less than 2,000
miles away.

The aurvey recorq showed that the
shock began at twelve minutes and
forty-six seconds after mldday, and
lasted about two hours, “the s=econd
phase of the tremors' beglnning seven-
teen minutes and forty-eight seconds
after midday. The Weather Bureau
selsmograph first recorded the shoclc
at elaven minutes and fifty-one sec-
